Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claims 1-11, and 18, drawn to a pseudopeptide of at least 6 amino acids 
comprising at least one unit chosen from the B units of general formulas (I) and/or 
(II); or a method of making said pseudopeptides, or a reagent, kit, or composition 
comprising said pseudopeptides. 

Group II, claims 12-15, drawn to a method of detecting and/or assaying molecules 
using at least one pseudopeptide described. 

Group III, claims 16-17, drawn to an antibody obtained by immunizing an animal 
with at least one pseudopeptide described or an anti-idiotype obtained by 
immunizing an animal with said antibody. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature (as defined in claim 1) is a "pseudopeptide of at least 6 amino acids comprising at 
least one unit chosen from the B units of general formulas (I) and/or (11)". However, 
since the pseudopeptide can have more than one B unit, and the other amino acids can 
necessarily be any amino acid residue, there great variance in structure and function of 
what could actually "be" the special technical feature" renders the inventions lacking a
